man," and although often it does 
not appear that he is doing very 
much, anchoring is a complicated., 
sensitive job.

"There's a lot..more to it than 


meets the eye," explained Frank 
McGee, who: has been' NBC's! c«jf 
tral reporter for everything from 
space flights to international cri- 
ses. 


"The anchorman is necessary 


from a technical point, to allow 
the program to move in an order- 
ly way from a central point. But 
he does many other, things, too. 


"He often decides the editorial 


content of the show; he is there 
to provide a lot of general infor- 
mation about the' subject which 
sets up things for. the next man 
to appear—a reporter on the scene 
perhaps—who will, get down to 
specifics and the small, interesting 
detail. 


He also is therfe to sum up and 


perhaps offer a broad outline for 
the solution of a problem.11

The United States would like to 


see Mexico in the role of a 
staunch ally against the hemis- 
phere-wide Red assault. But there 
is little prospect President Kenne- 
dy 'can convince President Lopez 
Mateos to take any public position 
even hinting at a common front 
with Washington against Castro- 
ism. 


At the same time there is a 


strong possibility that the U.S. 
President's visit can be fruitful.
